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as Rote; It was incorreatiy noted in hat “Chung Cheng Reil- si 
oad” referred to the line between Suifenho (150°09, 41-23) and Menchouli. 
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Chung Chang is the accepted abbreviation of the nane Chinese-Changehun (Rail- 
road). ‘he Chinsge-Changehun Railroad is defined in Article 1 of the Sino= 
Soviet Treaty of August 1945 as "...e+eths main trunk line of the Chinese 
fostern Reiiway and the South Manchurian Railway from Mane! cvlito Suifenho and 
from Harbin to Dairen and Port Arthur united inte one railway under the name of 
‘Chinese Changchun Railway’ shall be in join’ ownershipe...o” (From Chinese 
Yearbook 1944-1945.) There ia some confusion because of the fect thet both 
the Communists end Wationaliets have administrative offices for the Chung 
9 hang Railroad.) 
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1. The Chang Chang Railroad Bureau in Communist-held areas is ast up to control 
the rallroad lines between Manchouli and Suifenke and Harbin and Deiren 
{exalusive of the portion of the linee wnder Hationalist control). The 
Director of the bureau ia a Soviet citizen by the name of Chulalov (spelling 
vased on Chinese phoneticization) but the bureau is Chinsse-@ommimist controlled. 


2, The Northeast Railvoad Bureau controla all (other) railroad lines under the 
Gommuniats east of the Heaingan Range. The Western Manchurian Reilroad Bureau 
smtrols all (other) railroad Lines under the Communists in West Manchuria and 
East Inner Mougolie. : 


3.o The three railroad bureaus heve their head offices in the same building in Harbin. 
So fay as is known, there ia uo definite formal agreauent between the Soviets 
and the Chinese Communista on the control of the railroads. Apparently the 
Soviets have full use of all lines in Gommunist areas. Nothing ia known about 
the remuneration for auch use.
